For Trichinosis 


CHICAGO flip» 
Three Texas 
physicians yesterday reported 
the first specific cure for trich­ 
inosis-- a drug called thiaben­ 
dazole. 
Orville J. Stone, Charles T. 
Stone Jr., and J. Fred Mullins, 
all of Galveston, writing in the 
current journal of the Ameri­ 
can Medical Assn., said the 
drug apparently cured a 34- 
year-old woman who contract­ 
ed trichinosis by eating un­ 
cooked pork.

St Valentine was a Christian . 
priest who was put to death 
in Rome of Feb. 14. 270 A D. 
He died as a martyr during a 
persecution of the 
i n f a n t 
church by the Roman Emperor 
Claudius. 
His grave is believed to be 
located 
just 
outside 
Rome, 
along the ancient Via Flaminia. 
legend holds that he wrote 
a poem in his prison cell short­ 
ly before his execution, and 
sent it to the young daughter 
of his kind jailer, signed "From 
your Valentine.” 
But there is no historical sup- 
ort for this tale, which seems 
to have been invented solely 
for the purpose of explaining 
how' love notes came o be call­ 
ed Valentines. 
The real explanation is much 
simpler. It was purely a mat­ 
ter of coincidence of dates. 
After Father Valentine was 
proclaimed a saint, the church 
celebrated his feast day on the 
date of his martyrdom. Feb. 14 
Feb. 14 happened to be the 
eve of a Roman festival honor­ 
ing the pagan god Lupercus. 
counterpart of the Greek god 
Pan. The festival was a tradi­ 
tional time for sweethearts to 
plight their troth, or to ex­ 
change pledges of devotion. 
Poems, notes, and gifts were 
exchanged on the eve of the 
Lupercalian festival—in other 
words, on St. Valentine’s Day. 
Thus St. Valentine became 
associated 
with 
young 
love. 
Over the centuries, people for­ 
got that the association origin­ 
ally had been pure coincidence. 


By the Middle Ages, popular 
superstition ascribed such ro- 
manitc significance to St. Val­ 
entine s Day that it was widely 
believed that even the birds 
chose their mates on Feb. 14. 
Today, the observance of St. 
Valentine's Day is a multi-mil* 
lion dollar windfall for florists, 
candy-makers and g r e e t i n g 
card manufacturers 
But not 
many persons in a million prob­ 
ably know's anything about the 
early Christian martyr who is 
supposedly being remembered.

United States and Britain fail­ 
ed during two days of top-level 
talks here to even dent their 
hard differences

Soviet Union. 
But President 
Lyndon B. Johnson and Prime 
Minister 
Alec 
Douglas-Home 
were said to have established 
a warm personal relationship. 


A “ very high batting aver­ 
age” of agreements 
over dis­ 
agreements in the talks 
was 
stressed today by Secretary of 
State Dean 
Rusk 
in a brief 
speech as the prime minister 
departed for London.

House dinner f o r Douglas- 
Home and his party. 


But Douglas-Home

Rusk, in a farewell 
speech 
this morning as the British of­ 
ficial party left for home, treat­ 
ed the disagreements lightly. 
“ It is rumored,” Rusk said,

or two things, but that gives 
us a very high batting average. 
We achieved a degree of agree­ 
ment on matters

world.” 
Rusk said the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can meetings were good “ in the 
truest sense of the word.”

The United States is experiencing the 
most devastating, upsetting British in­ 
vasion since Washington was captured 
and burned in the War of 1812. 
We've been threatened with a Beatle 
Invasion for some time, but never has 
there been such a furor than when the 
four Beatles arrived, shaggy-headed, for 
a crack at American money. 
What have these lads that cannot be 
duplicated in America? Certainly, many 
amateur hours on TV have produced 
better singing. And they drag behind 
our old swoon-bringers, such as Sinatra, 
Presley and Johnny Ray. 
“Presley and Ray were great in their 
day— but these Beatles, well, what I 
mean is that we have them now, and 
that to us teen-agers counts more than 
anything,” is the wav one teen-ager in 
Marin sized matters up. 
Like their gal-panicking predecessors, 
the British group is a tribute to the 
power of press-agentry. The ballyhoo 
started when they were booked to come 
to America. It has developed into mass 
hysteria since they landed. 
The smoking up of teen-age idolatry 
carried on, to flip millions of girls.

TOKYO — There 
are no 
signs that Japan will start 
courting Red China because 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle has 
put his arm around Prem ier 
Chou En-lai. 
At a time when strong de­ 
pendable 
partners 
are 
in 
short supply, 
it is crucial 
that the United States and 
Japan not allow themselves 
to fall out over how to deal 
with Communist China. 
From 
my 
conversations 
with 
highest 
officials 
in 
Tokyo— as well as in Wash­ 
ington— I am convinced that 
each is determ ined not to let 
it happen. 


THE JAPANESE 
govern­ 
ment has no intention of fol­ 
lowing the French lead in 
recognizing the Communist 
regime. 
The American government 
will not attem pt to lay a 
heavy hand on Japanese de­ 
sires to expand non-strategic 
trade and widen people-to- 
people 
contacts 
with 
the 
Chinese mainland. 
The firm objective of both 
governments is to keep the 
U. S. - Japanese 
partnership 
from being frayed. 
There are differences and 
it would be wishful to try 
to cover them up. The main 
diference springs from the 
opposite states of public opin­ 
ion in the two countries. The 
Japanese people look upon 
the Soviet Union as the great­ 
est 
threat 
to 
peace. 
The 
American people look upon 
Red China 
as the greater 
threat to the peace. 


ONE 
JAPANESE 
official 
put it this way: "The Chinese 
made gr^at trouble for the 
United States in the Korean 
W ar and the American peo­ 
ple reacted accordingly. The 
Japanese made great trouble 
for China in World W ar II 
and feel a special compulsion 
to make up for it.” 
The effect of this divergent 
state of opinion is that to 
some extent Washington pol­ 
icy is the prisoner of a strong 
anti - Chinese national senti­ 
ment and Tokyo policy is the 


prisoner of 
a 
strong 
pro- 
Chinese national sentiment. 
This is why Prem ier Ha- 
yato Ikeda tells his vistors 
that his government wishes 
“to 
evolve 
judiciously, 
to­ 
gether with the people, a 
realistic policy toward Red 
China.” 


FROiM IKEDA’S standpoint 
a realistic policy would mean, 
in the end, admission of Red 
China to the U. N. if Formosa 
were retained, expansion of 
trade with Red China without 
political strings and without 
long-term 
credit, 
and 
an 
opening of the bamboo cur­ 
tain so that the Japanese can 
know more of what is hap­ 
pening in China. 
The Ikeda government has 
no wish to move rapidly or 
recklessly. 
But 
the 
U. S. 
should not undertake to raise 
a public outcry against mod­ 
est steps toward expanding 
Japanese-Chinese contacts on 
the 
mainland. 
Such 
action 
would only inflame the Japa­ 
nese political forces which 
seek to push Prem ier Ikeda 
into 
precipitate 
moves 
or 
bring down his government. 
Ikeda 
is 
plainly 
dealing 
with 
a 
Japanese 
opinion 
which, for a variety of his­ 
toric reasons— proximity, ra­ 
cial affinity, past trade, and 
a 
sense 
of 
national 
guilt 
growing out of the war — 
tends to pressure the govern­ 
ment to move more rapidly 
than it deems prudent. 


THE IKEDA government is 
resisting those pressures and 
is in a strong political posi­ 
tion. The Liberal Democratic 
party, of which Ikeda is the 
present leader, has a decisive 
majority in the Diet and has 
won a long series of popular 
majorities. But it could con­ 
ceivably be undermined by a 
mishandling 
of 
the 
China 
question. For the U. S. to add, 
even 
inadvertently, 
to the 
cross-currents 
of 
Japanese 
public opinion by any heavy- 
handed public advice would 
be a serious mistake. 
The param ount aim Is to 
keep the U. S -Japanese p art­ 
nership in good repair.

WASHINGTON—The Dem­ 
ocratic National Committee is 
undergoing a full-scale face­ 
liftin g— from 
Kennedy 
to 
Johnson control.

fare. but with a steady suc­ 
cession of replacements. The 
president 
is 
leaning

Program To Hire More Negroes 


Bogs, But Hopes Are Still High 


Marin County's program to 
encourage hiring of more Ne­ 
groes has bogged down. 


L A S T SEPTEM BER th e 
board of supervisors appro­ 
priated $15,000 to support a 
16-point 
program 
to 
help 
bring more members of mi­ 
nority g r o u p s into county 
service. 
It was quickly learned, as 
personnel director Robert I). 
Elliott has said, that in many 
cases there were no qualified 
Negroes for the available jobs. 
Training became a big task. 
The biggest single group of 
county workers, and the area 
where the biggest opportunity 
appears, is with clerical help. 
This is one area where the 
county pay scale runs ahead 
of private employment. 
Therefore, plans were care­ 
fully laid to start training pro­ 
grams for typists, clerks and 
stenographers. Rut E l l i o t t 
banked strongly on the hope 
of finding other money be­ 
sides the $15,000. 


THE BIGGEST HOPE came 
through the Manpower Devel­ 
opment and Training Act. Un­ 
der this law, federal stipends 
could be paid to heads of fam­ 
ilies while they were going 
to school. 
College of Marin set up 
classes for short term courses 
in skill creation or upgrading. 
Gardeners, nurses’ aids and 
h i g h s p e e d stenographers 
were produced 
But just as 
the county wheels were begin­ 
ning to turn on its programs 
to train clerical workers, the 
money ran out. 
Two things happened. First. 
Congress did not appropriate 
as much money as had been 
hoped and demand for the 
program throughout the coun­ 
try was much higher than ex­ 
pected.

ect for men unable to pass se­ 
lective service examinations 
for lack of education. 


H O W E V E R , A LOT of 
groundwork had been done, 
especially in M a r i n C i t y.

THERE IS ANOTHER pro­ 
gram which may be used, it is 
the work training program 
administered by the welfare 
department. Part of this pro­ 
gram must include education. 
The county, aided by the state 
and federal government, will 
be expected to pay people to 
go to school, and to help out 
with child care. 
But the work training pro­ 
gram is being phased in over 
a two-year period, and the 
initial emphasis has been in 
putting people who have been 
on relief rolls to work on 
county projects. Persons cov­ 
ered by the program must be 
welfare recipients. 
In both the Manpower De­ 
velopment and Training Act 
and welfare programs, no ac­ 
tual preference legally can be 
given to a Negro, but with the 
MDTA setup, recruiting could 
be aimed at Marin City. With 
the cooperation of the Califor­ 
nia Department of Employ­ 
ment and groups in Marin 
City, applicants were being 
lined up.

WASHINGTON — One of 
the biggest problems facing 
Congress these days is to de­ 
cide 
whether 
the

vStates should have a national 
flower. 
Mentioned so far have been 
the marigold, the rose, the 
carnation, the cornflower and 
Kentucky blue grass. 
The leading advocate for 
the marigold is David Burpee, 
who is a registered lobbyist 
for the marigold. Burpee hap­ 
pens to own the Burpee Seed 
Co. and marigold seeds are 
one of his chief products. He 
has enlisted the aid of Sen. 
Everett M. Dirksen (R-Ill), and 
Reps. Willard Curtin (R-Pa ), 
and William Ayres (R-Ohio). 


THE 
ROSE people 
have 
Sen. Hugh Scott (R-Pa), in 
their corner. Sen. Paul Doug­ 
las (D-Ill ), is the cornflower 
thumper, Sen Gordon Allott 
(R-Colo.), speaks for the car­ 
nation and Sen. Thruston Mor­ 
ton (R-Ky.), is for Kentucky 
blue grass. 
The fight is a bitter one 
and has been going on for five 
years. No one has fought hard­ 
er than Burpee, who is 74 
years old. 
He told us at lunch in the 
Senate dining room his rea­ 
sons for believing the mari­ 
gold should be America's flor­ 
al emblem. 


IT IS NOT the flower of any 
individual state, nor of any 
foreign country. It grows eas­ 
ily, quickly and well from the 
seed in the gardens of every 
state in the union. It lasts long 
as a cut flower and it is known 
as ‘The Friendship Flower.’ ” 
Senator Scott, who was also 
at the lunch, spoke up for the 
rose. "In a Gallup Poll the 
rose led 14 to 1 as the pub­ 
lic’s choice. It has its roots 
deep in American history. Ful­ 
ly one-third of the American 
people plant roses in their 
gardens. They smell better 
than marigolds.” 
Burpee struck back: "The 
rose for hundreds of years 
has been the national flower 
of England and is associated 
with war, as in the ‘War of 
the 
Roses.’ 
Four countries 
who had the rose as their 
floral symbol are now behind 
the iron curtain — Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria and 
Rumania. It has never been 
considered a distinctive Amer­ 
ican flower. Besides, it has 
thorns.”

And instead of high-hecled 
shoes, sensible walking boots 
are reco m m en d e d — for safety, 
since it is so difficult to see 
where one is going. 


The 
reason 
is 
fog 
and 
smog. W inter fogs are not 
new to Milan. Indeed Italians 
call this northern city ‘‘a sec­ 
ond London." 


In bad w eath er the famous 
Milan Cathedral, one of the 
largest in the world, can h ard ­ 
ly 
be 
seen 
from 
across 
its 
piazza. If a visitor asks for di- j 
rections to it. he is told: "Take 
250 steps 
forward 
from the 
statue and you'll find it. Rut 
slow down on your 249th step J 
or you'll skin your nose.” 
Rut something new has been I 
added. 
Now 
Milan’s 
winter 
fogs, held in by the Alps north | 
of the city, are heavy with the 
dust and soot from th e boom­ 
ing industries of the valley. 
It's true that more and more 
Italian homes are now being 
heated with gas or oil instead 
of the very dirty F.uropean coal 
that was formerly used. But 
this 
reduction 
of 
smoke 
is 
more than made up for by the 
smokestacks of new factories 
which open every year. 


Progress

the air as working people

Pictures of the 
results appear in the papers

is so thick that expcrated trav­ 
elers can only find th eir way 
slowly on foot. 
On one historic day this win­

bum ps w ere not gentle either. 
Twenty per cent of the cars 
had injured passengers; there 
were th re e fatalities.
